INCREASED INDEBTEDNESS. The 
increaséd demand for office room and 
dwellings in Los Angeles has induced 
some speculators to go beyond their 
available capital. To carry out their 
designs they have gone to the banks. 
That is the proper place for people to 
go when they want to borrow money, 
but the question that suggests itself is 
whether those borrowing can afford to 
make long loans for the purpose to 
which the loan is to be applied. Build- 
ers should see whethere they are not 
overbuilding. 

On this subject the Investor of Los 
Angeles has something to say, and what 
it does say is very much to the point. 
The city of Los Angeles has made, with- 
in the last eight years, such good, thor- 
ough and substantial progress that it 
would seem altogether wrong, and 
would be wrong, to allow a certain class 
of speculators to go recklessly ahead 
and bring down trouble on the whole 
Here is what the Investor 
says; and it is a timely note of warning: 

“There is no doubt but that a large 
portion of.the increased indebtedness 
(referring to the increased mortgage in- 
debtedness during the last six months 
of Los Angeles city and Los Angeles 
county,) has been expended on improve- 
ments. People have been encouraged to 
borrow money and put up buildings, 
both for residence and business pur- 
fer e on account of the strong demand 
that has existed on the part of tenants. 
While rents keep up to their present fig- 
ure; these building investments will u 
doubtedly prove remynerative, but a 
word of caution may not be misplaced, 
While we regard building investments 


fairly profitable for those who have the 
capital to put into them, it would be 
well for the man who has to borrow in 
order to carry out such undertakings, to 
consider carefully whether he can at- 
ford to pay the ruling rates of interest, 
and at the same time take the chances 
of a decline in rental values, which 
must inevitably take place if the pres- 
ent rate of building is continued.” " 


gentleman residing in Los Angeles has 
sent The Times a letter received from 
Charles R. Fletcher of Boston, State 
Assayer of Ores and Metals, Massachu- 
setts, and ex-lecturer on chemistry in 
the Boston University. .

000,000 ‘in Massachusetts savings banks) 
and of the 1700 millions of err of 
savings in American savings banks 
would shrink to one half, and every 
dollar of the profit made ia the past 
years, in trading, mining or any other 
branch of business, including real es- 
tate valuations, would shrink. one-half 
or more than one-half.”” The writer 
concludes his letter: Read, think; act, 
but do not act with the schemists of 
silver; nor even of gold. Leave it to 
‘the American people, who will bring 
the whole out in cue: time.“

William Eddy, president of the 
County National Bank, appeared be- 
fore the Council in opposition to the 
proposed improvements. He said that 
the plan was a poor one; that if the 
city intended to do anything it should 
pave the streets from curb to curb. He 
pointed out the disadvantages that 
would ensue from paving only a part of 
the street, and that said asphaltum- 
paved streets were not as good dirt 
highways; that they were more noisy, 
and that the Council should not pave 
the streets with a substance that would 
prove useless in a few years. Mr. Eddy 
said that what the Councilmen proposed 
to do was in the nature of an experi- 


periment they should do so on a lesser 
scale—that is, pave only one street, and 
see how it would prove after a year’s 
use. The speaker recommended the ex- 
periment to be made on Haley street. 
Judging from the remarks of the Mayor 
and Councilmen, Mr. Eddy’s words had 
no effect upon the final action of the 
Council. Mr. Brastow was the only 
one voting in the negative. 

The ordinance on the bond issue was 
read once for the information of the 
Council, and further action on the same 
was deferred until Monday afternoon, 
July 8.

The case of Meyer Greenberg, plaintiff 
and respondent, vs. California Bitumi-

venor and appellant, has been decided 
a second time by the Supreme Court, 
the second decision affirming the judg- 
ment and order appealed from. f 

The case concerns certain lands in

a formidable-looking document, which, 
when unrolled, proved to be a double 
string of names nearly as long as the 
recipient of this token of regard, at- 
tached to the testimonial already pub- 
lished. Many of the representative 
names of this city were there, and the 
expression of Mr. Search’s face as he 
unrolled the paper was worth going 
many a mile to see. He held it for a 
moment, then turned to the people 
fore him and said: My friends, this is” 
a most delightful funeral,” For a mo- 
ment he got no further, but, when the 
roars of applause subsided, Mr. Search 
went on to speak with deep feeling of 
the many friends he had found in this 
city, and the more than fulfillment of 
every pleasant anticipation with which 
he had come here to live. The few 
clouds that had arisen were not enough 
to shut out the entire sky, and the token 
of appreciation so frankly given was 
sufficient to warm his heart with grat- 
itude to his many friends, 

Prof. Search stated it as his inten- 
tion to remain in this city for some 
time, that is, if some act of spe leg- 
islation did not come up to prevent. 
and spoke with pleasure of being one 
of the people of Los Angeles. 

Dr. ca S. Thomson then rose and 
spoke with warm feeling and emphasis 
upon the subject which had called forth 
this expression of public opinion.

Dr. Thomson spoke of his own disin- 


clination to warfare of any description, 


but declared that once in a while a 

good fight was exceedingly satisfac- 

tory, provided he came out on top. The

Reports from the 
north are to the effect that the apricot 
crop there is even shorter than was at 
first supposed. Here it is somewhat 
better, but still by no means a large 
one. The local apricot growers com-

While buyers find it difficult to ob- 
- tain lemons in carload lots around Los 
Angeles, they are making large pur- 
chases at Ontario, which is becoming 
quite a lemon center. An Ontario 
paper says that the exchange is ship- 
Ping two carloads a week, which aver- 
age it will maintain throughout the 
‘summer. The exchange is getting $1000 

per car for lemons.

There is a plan working in the minds 
of Santa Clara fruit-growers which 
may result in a great change in the 
business. The idea comes from the 
brain of Col. Weaver, the apostle of 
the prune,” and, if carried out, would 
unite the fruit-growers of California 
into a single body. Col. Weaver ex- 
presses his views on this subject as 
follows in the San Francisco Examiner: 
“What California needs is advertis- 
ing. People think we have blown our 
own horn until folks in the East are 
sick of hearing of California, whereas 
we have only begun. What we have 
done points out the way, and that is 
all. ‘Santa Clara on Wheels’ has been 
a great success in the East, and has 
paid for itself over and over again. 
“California should spend $100,000 a 
year in making its products known in 
the East. I refer particularly to dried 
fruits. At present only 5,000,000 peo- 
ple out of 70,000,000 in the United States 
use our dried fruits. Not one person 
in a hundred understands how dried 
fruits should be prepared, but is sat- 
isfied to have a sticky, sweetish mass 
by boiling prunes or peaches, whereas 
they would get fruit as lucious as the 
fresh product if they would only let 
the fruit absorb the water that has 
been expelléd by drying. That is a 
matter of. twenty-four hours, or even 
thirty-six. 
Now our plan is to have the orchard- 
ists of the State pay for the education 
| of the East, then there will be no more 
talk of over-production. One dollar 
for every acre of bearing. orchard in 
California would do the work. Such a 
fund would, if intelligently handled, 
pay a hundred fold. If 20. 000. 000 of 
people instead of 5,000,000 shovld pat- 
ronize the California fruit industry, or- 
chards would be worth a thousand or 
fifteen hundred dollars an acre instead 
of only $500.

California Creameries. 


Few features in connection with the 
gradual development in Southern Cali- 


‘fornia during the couple of years are 


dt more intérest or more encouraging 
than the advance which is taking place 
| in the dairy industry. It is only a very 
short time since this section used to 
import most of its butter and cheese 
from the outside, but now most of the 
butter and practically all the ordinary 
cheese is produced at home. Scarcely 
a month passes without the establish- 
ment of a new creamery in some por- 
tion of Southern California, and it 
looks as IH. before long this section would 
be able to begin to export instead of im- 
| porting: dairy products. 

| Few Californians realize what rapid 
b strides the dairymen of the State are 
making in the quantity and quality of 
putter manufactured under the cream- 
ery system. During the years of 1891 
and 1892 large quantities of Eastern 
creamery. butter, packed solid in ash or 
spruce tubs, of about sixty pounds 
weight, were received here from Elgin, 
III., and other points. Although the 
freight was $520 per car of twelve tons, 
it sold at a profit, and dairymen soon 
found that grocers and their customers 
bought it at an advance of 5 to 10 
cents a pound over the best California 
dairy butter. The result of these ship- 
| ments was a large demand for creamery 
butter. Our most enterprising dairy- 
men soon discovered that in order to 
sell the products of their dairies they 
must make creamery butter equal or 
better than the Eastern product. 


_Few, if any, creameries were in op- 
‘ération..in this State previous to 1892, 
but during 92 and 93 several were 
erected, the. larger number being in 
‘Humboldt county. That county taking 
the lead in the number of creameries 
erected, has maintained it, and there 
is twice or three times as Much cream- 
ery butter manufactured in Humboldt 
county at the present time as in any 
other county in the State. Before the 
invention of the cream separator, which 
by the bye, was invented in Russia by a 
Russian, and patented by him in the 
United States, as well as many other 
countries, the dairymen of the East 
set their milk in pans: at home, and 
many of them sold their cream to the 
creamery man, who called around at the 
farm every morning, and paid them 
cash, he hauling it by teams to one 
common center, where the cream was 
churned’ and manufactured into butter. 
The butter being uniform in quality, 
light salted, and furnished to the con- 
sumers fresh every day, through the 
middleman, or the grocer, the cream- 
ery company was enabled to obtain 
better prices by 4 or 5 cents a pound 
than the average dairyman, who 
churned; his butter on the farm. This 
difference in price also enabled the 
creamery company to make a fair profit. 

Then came the inventor of the cream 
separator, which is a small power ma- 
chine, revolving 7000 revolutions a min- 
ute, into which the new milk is poured 
and from one spout is ejected sweet 
cream and from another skim milk, or 
rather sweet milk from which the cream 
has been extracted. These separators 
are so expensive and require so much 
skill to operate them successfully that 
the milk must be hauled to one central 
point, instead of the cream, as was for- 
merely done under the pan-setting pro- 
cess. The capacity of the large size 


* 
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from the delivery of the first load to 
the creamery, must have at least four 
separators of the largest capacity, and, 
no doubt, five would do the work bet- 
ter. They should have also a twenty- 
horse-power boiler and fifteen-horse- 
power engine, and cream vats, sufficient 
to store the cream forty hours before 
churning. If the cream is churned be- 
fore it fs ripe the butter will be dry 
and lacking in quality. They must also 
have power churns, power butter-work- 
ers, and, above all, plenty of clear, cold 
water and an abundance of bot water 
to keep everything clean and sweet. 

“The separated milk is returned to 
the patron or conducted some distance 
from the creamery to a corral, where 
it is fed to the calves or hogs. For 
the Eastern market the butter is 
packed solid in sixty-pound tubs, as 
that market requires only solid-packed 
butter, and there is no demand for 
squares. But Californians demand 
squares weighing about one and three- 
fourths pounds each, or sixty squares 
to the box, actually weighing 96 to 110 
pounds. No doubt this custom of sell- 
ing butter in squares, hardly two of 
which are alike, is demoralizing, and. 
the time is not far distant when con- 
sumers will demand uniform weights 
on the squares. The question does not 
come up in the Eastern market, as they 
buy only solid-packed butter, sixteen 
ounces to the pound. 

“There are at the present writing 
more than one hundred creameries in 
the State that have been erected ‘during 
the past two years, and many more will 
be running before our fall rain. The 
larger number of these are co-operative 
stock companies, with $10,000 to $20,000 
paid-up capital, the stock being sub- 
scribed by the dairymen. The buitd- 
ings were erected and the machinery 
and the outfittings furnished and put 
in operation under one contract by 
dealers in dairy supplies located in San 
Francisco or Chieago, but the dairy- 
men complain that they have paid big 
prices for their creameries and that the 
contractors have madeexcessive profits. 
In consequence, the new creameries be- 
ing organized are letting the contracts 
for erecting the buildings to their local 
carpenters and asking for bids from 
rival, responsible houses for the out- 
fittings complete, the same to be de- 
livered in San Fracisco. In this way 
the cost of a creamery plant has been 
reduced and, no doubt; prices will be 
further reduced in the near future. 


the milk or cream, but simply make it 
up for the patrons, charging them an 
agreed price per pound for manufac- 
turing and marketing the butter. Aside 
from the directors and managers of 
the companies, Who are usually selected 
from representative dalrymen of the 
district, the patron has simply to de- 
liver his milk at the creamery every 
morning and call around for his divi- 
dends, which are paid monthly. 80 
large is the demand for creamery but- 
ter that it brings in the San Francisco 
market from 4 to 5 cents a pound more 
than dairy butter, and is quick sale, 
while quite often dairy butter is in very 
poor demand. Dairymen have suffered 
from: low prices, but no more so than 
wheat-raisers or orchardists, and the 
outlook for better price on all the prod- 
ucts of the soil of California is very 
encouraging. Many dairymen have 
prophesied that the creamery business 
would be overdone in California, but 
where we were bringing creamery but- 
ter from the. East a short time ago, 
we are now actually shipping them 
large quantities, and there is no fear 
of overproduction with so large a de- 

“Within the past month Eastern 
buyers have purchased and contracted 
for all the creamery butter the éream- 
ery companies or the San Francisco 
commission houses are willing to sell 
them, only stipulating that the butter 
should be packed in tubs at the cream- 
ery, Eastern style. Very few actually 
know who the principal is in the pur- 
chasing of this butter and shipping it 
East in such large quantities, paying 
cash upon delivery, but as it is shipped 
in Armour’s refrigerator cars, and to 
points like Chicago, Buffalo, Albany, 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
where Armour has his branch distribut- 
ing houses and refrigerator plants, it 
is surmised that Armour’s money pays 
for the butter. There are some, how- 
ever, who do not accept this theory, 
but think that the Armour cars are 
used as a convenience by others. Not 
less than twenty-five carloads have 
been shipped up to date, and as much 
more contracted for to go forward as 
soon as it can be properly packed at 
the creameries.: 

“California gave the East a taste of 
her eggs during the past year, at the 
time when the hens were on a strike 
in that cold climate, and will now give 
them some of the finest creamery but- 
ter made in the world. We can pro- 
duce butter for 25 per cent. less than 
they can, owing to our climate, and 
the fact that their cows eat up in the 
winter half of all they produce in the 
summer. Already the question of put- 
ting on refrigerator butter cars is be- 
ing agitated, to run regularly once or 
twice a week during the summer 
months. but in the winter months 
no refrigerating will be necessary, 
as during the latter months: Cali- 
fornians can give the East, fresh-grass 
creamery butter, at a time when it is 
impossible for them to produce it, as 
they have no green grass for their 
cows to feed on in the winter, and then 
agein cows give very little milk with 
the thermometer at zero. The market 
for creamery butter has ruled at about 
16 to 18 cents in Chicago and New York 
since January. but lately it has ad- 
vaneed somewhat. Speculators can. 
purchase creamery butter here now for 
the Eastern market with a good pros- 
pect of making a fine profit. Those 
best informed fully believe that cream- 
ery butter will advance considerably 
in this market at an early date, and 
that the outlook is much brighter for. 
those engaged in the laborious busi- 
ness of dairying in California.” . 


: The Battle of the Bugs. 
The late warfare between the bug 
men and the fumigating men appears 


val recently announced that he was pre- 
pared to supply horticulturists with 
colonies of the steel brown lady- bug, 
which destroys red scale, from his place’ 
in the southern part ot the city. G. W. 
Van Kirk, Horticultural Commission- 
er, sends The Times the following com- 
munication on the subject, which will 
doubtless excite adverse comments from 
those who believe that the orcus can 
get away with the scale, and that it 
should be given a further chance to 
show what it can do: 33 

“Believing it to be of vital importance 
to fruit-growers of the county to give 
them facts from personal examination, 
in addiiton to information obtainable 
from competent judges, relative to the 
steel-blue lady-bug (Orcus Chalybeus,) 
the supposed enemy of the red scale. 
We should thoroughly discuss its mer- 
its before allowing its introduction 
tion into the heart of our fruit-growing 
sections. I understand there are sev- 
eral parties contemplating the intro- 
duction of this parasite. The effective- 
ness of the lady-bug upon the red scale 
is questionable. It has been abandoned 
by the State Board of Horticulture. 
Horticultural Commissioner Scott of 
Los -Angeles claims they are too slow in 
their section to be of any consequence. 
All competent judges who have 
watched their progress concur in this 
opinion. I asked Mr. Kercheval, in

“If we permit the introduction of the 
orcus it necessitates the stopping of 
fumigation, and if we allow any indi- 
vidual to test the efficiency of the bug 
the same privilege will be demanded 
by his neighbor, and fumigation will be 
suspended.’ A specimen of the work of 
the orcus can be seen in the grove of 


About four years ago a tree was se- 
lected badly affected with red scale. 


| Today there are hundreds of bugs on 


the same tree, and still enough scale 
remains to seed the whole State. Sam- 
ples of the fruit and leaves from this 


tree can be seen in the ofce ot the Hor- 


ticultural Commissioners, Riverside, 
Loring building. If we have to wait for 
four years and then obtain such results 
every tree in the county would be in- 
fested, and the damage would be al- 
most beyond computation. 

“The Vedalia cardinalis and the Rhiz- 
obius were both thoroughly tested in 
adjoining counties, and proved success- 
ful before their introduction here, but 
so far the Rhizobius has not been suc- 
cessful with us. .On recent examination 
I found very few and am somewhat dis- 
appointed over the result of their pro- 
pagation. We have also been handi- 
capped in obtaining beetles, on account 
of many growers ordering these direct. 
AS son As a report was favorable to 
2 ‘propagation our intention was to 
have colonſes shipped in monthly and 
distributed: Orders are being sent in 
daily for these bugs, and, in consequence 
of this rush; the price has raised from 
that of the mere cost of gathering to 
1 cent for each little bug. The commis- 
sion has been unable to obtain what 
we desired on account of these exorbi- 
tant charges and rapidly-increasing or- 
ders..
